dignity as white men to be held to 
the same law. The original native 
discontent, however, was based on 
the laxity

demic which 
spread 
around 
the 
world and devsstated nearly every 
people in it, with the single excep­ 
tion of the cousins of these same 
Islanders on the neighboring Island 
p f Tutulla. The naval admlnistra- 
n on that Island kept the 
epi­ 
sode from the island and there 
was not a single case of influenza 
Theoretically this can be done on 
any isolated Island by quarantine, 
but actually it was probably accom­ 
plished nowhere else In the world. 
The New Zealand adm inistrator of 
Western Samoa at that time was a 
person with a large number of hon­ 
orary letters after his name,, who 
Was far too dignified to trouble him­ 
self with such small m atters as sup­ 
ervising the beach patroL The re­ 
sult was that sailors from a British 
ship brought the influenza ashore, 
and one-fifth of the native popula­ 
tion died and there were for some 
weeks not enough well persons to 
nurse the sick, bury the dead, 
or 
provide and prepare food. The na­ 
tives at that time petitioned that 
the mandate for Western Samoa be 
transferred to the United States if 
that was possible, or if not, be at 
least a direct m andate from Eng­ 
land instead of under the New Zea­ 
land administration. The petition­ 
in g chieftains were, of course, 
promptly squelched and they with­ 
drew their petition with apologies, 
but similar discontent 
has

rumbling ever since, and It is doubt­ 
ful that even the busy Germans, who 
would, to be sure, not be above

DUBLIN July 12—Nine men were 
to bo arraigned hero today on a 
charge of conspiracy in connection 
with the assassination of Kevin 
O’Higglns, vice president of the 
Irish Free State. 
The suspects, arrested late yes­ 
terday, were alleged to be senior 
officers in a Republican organiza­ 
tion, opponents of the present gov­ 
ernment. 
Eamonn de Valera, leader of the 
opposition, in an interview severe­ 
ly condemning the killing of O’­ 
Higglns, said he was “confident no 
Republican organization was re­ 
sponsible for or would countenance 
such a crime.” 
"It Is a crime," he continued, 
“that cuts to the root of all re­ 
sponsible government. No one who 
realizes w hat the crim* means can 
but deplore and condemn It. 
The 
assassination is murder Inexcus­ 
able from any standpoint.” 
The same attitude was shown by 
the Irish Labor party, also an op­ 
position party. Its members passed 
a resolution by unanimous vote ex­ 
pressing their abhorence of the as­ 
sassination, 
condemning 
the 
act 
and sympathizing with relatives. 
King George sent a message to 
Timothy Healy, governor general 
of Ireland and uncle of the dead 
man, expressing his "horror of the 
death, 
In 
such 
tragic 
circum ­ 
stances of Kevin O’Higgins. 
He asked th at the deepest sym ­ 
pathies of himself and the queen 
be conveyed to Mrs. O’Hlggins “on 
the cruel loss she and her chil­ 
dren have suffered.”

The valuable build­ 
ings a t Changsha and Hangchow 
have been occupied by enemies, the 
first being occupied by a commu­ 
nistic organization of young men, 
and the second as a tem porary of­ 
fice for the new communistic gov­ 
ernment. 
The buildings at N an­ 
king, Nanchang and Sunning have 
been 
commandeered 
for 
varying 
periods of time, and uses, In whole 
or in part, by military or civil bu­ 
reaus of the local governments In 
control a t the time. The residences 
of 
tho 
foreign 
secretaries 
at 
Changsha and Nanking were loot­ 
ed during the disorders accom­ 
panying the military occupation. 
In general, communistic propa­ 
ganda and activities have been di­ 
rected against the Y. M. C. A., 
which is recognized as one of the 
strongest and most popular lines 
of 
Christian 
activity 
In 
China, 
Brockman writes. 
On the other hand, within the 
past month, General Chiang Kai 
Shek has issued orders that Y. M. 
C. A. and other Christian proper­ 
ties in the 
nationalist 
territory 
shall not be molested. The unau­ 
thorized occupation of these build­ 
ings and the Interruption of asso­ 
ciation activities will, in the judg­ 
ment of advisers on the field, be 
short-lived. 
"Recent cablegrams from China, 
telling of a coalition of the forces 
of Chiang Kai Shek and Feng Yu 
Hsiang are full of hope,” Smedley 
said. 
“These are without ques­ 
tion the two men of all the m ili­ 
tary leaders of the past IO years 
who have a definite program. They 
are fighting, not to place them ­ 
selves in power, but to establish 
democratic 
institutions. 
If 
they 
succeed in their aims, the Y. M. C. 
A, and other Christian organiza­ 
tions may expect a period of great 
progress and development.” 
This word from Brockman is re­ 
garded by Smedley and other local 
“Y” leaders as most encouraging. 
It is generally believed that the 
Y. M. C. A. work In China will be 
one of the stabilizing factors as 
the m ilitary troubles are brought 
to an end.

Suicides In the United States are 
becoming fewer, but are receiving 
more publicity than formerly. This 
conclusion was voiced in a report 
received from the office of the N a­ 
tional Conference of Catholic C har­ 
ities in Los Angeles. 
Some of the striking facts brought 
out by this first exhaustive study of 
the suicide problem in this country 
are the following. 
One out of every IOO deaths is a 
suicide; 10,000 a year. 
There are five suicides 
among 
divorcees for one among 
married 
folks. 
More men than women 
commit 
suicide. The proportion is three to 
one. 
Economic conditions do not fu r­ 
nish an absolute index to the suicide 
rate. 
Nations whose predominant 
re­ 
ligions teach abhorrence 
of 
self­ 
destruction have the lowest suicide 
rate. 
The suicide survey was made by 
Rev. Adolph Dominic Frenay, O. P. 
Ph. D., of the departm ent of soci­ 
ology of the Catholic University of 
America a t W ashington, D. C. 
He 
spent three years In the task, con­ 
sulted more than 150 works on the 
subject, interviewed some 400 uni­ 
versity professors, insurance 
ex­ 
perts and government officials here 
and abroad, and received the full co­ 
operation of every government de­ 
partm ent at "Washington. 
Dr. Frenay Is expected to be one 
of the speakers at the 
forthcom­ 
ing Catholic charities conference to 
be held In Los Angeles, September 
4 to 8. 
The synopsis of his report, re­ 
ceived by the conference officials, 
states that the suicide rate In Amer­ 
ica reached its highest point in 1915. 
W ith the following year It showed 
a rem arkable decrease. 
"As to racial tendencies 
toward 
self-destruction, records show that 
Germany, France, Denmark, Swed­ 
en and Japan have higher suicide 
rates than America, while the coun- 
j 
tries of Southern Europe, England, 
Ireland and the countries of Eastern 
Europe have a lower rate than our 
own." 
The survey showed 
that 
while 
men end their lives more frequently 
than women, girls under 20 commit 
suicide more often than boys. This 
condition is laid to unfortunate love 
affairs and fear of disgrace. M ar­ 
ried folk, the report Indicated, show 
the least tendency toward suicide. 
Widowed folk, both men and women, 
seek voluntary death far more fre­ 
quently than do single persons, and 
divorced persons exhibit the great­ 
est Inclination to suicide. 
Dr. Frenay says the theory that 
weather has a bearing 
upon 
the 
suicide rate may be 
disregarded. 
Racial 
influences, 
however, 
are 
clearly discernible in a study of sui­ 
cide causes. The German element Is 
Inclined to take m atters more ser­ 
iously than the Irish, and these na­ 
tional characteristics are reflected 
even in the hour of death. Ameri­ 
cans of German descent 
have 
a 
greater tendency toward 
suicide 
than have Americans 
whose 
for­ 
bears 
were 
from Ireland, 
Italy, 
Spain or Poland. 
Dr. Frenay pointed out th at the 
church for centuries had educated 
the nations of the world to abhor 
self-destruction, and declares that 
the effects of this training are clear­ 
ly evident Ii? the life of the Euro­ 
pean nations as compared with each 
other. The same effects, his report 
states, can be traced in the strata of 
nationalities which make 
up 
the 
United States.

BABIES BORN 
111 WDR TIME 
IRE DEEENDED 


LONDON, July 12—So persistent 
has 
been 
the talk 
In 
England 
about the '‘inferiority” of babies 
born during the war that women 
here feel called upon to rise In 
defense of such offspring. 
It is 
said by some mothers of war-time 
babies that the youngsters, now 
reaching conversational age, are 
actually handicapped by this pseudo 
scientific gossip. 
Many 
a child 
has returned home from school In 
tears, they say, after being called 
contemptuously by younger or old­ 
er children a ‘‘stupid 
war-time 
child." 
George Verity, chairman of the 
famous Charing Cross hospital, has 
entered a vigorous defense of the 
war years’ babies. 
He challenges 
the headmaster of 
the 
Harrow 
Boys’ school and others who have 
been critics of war-year babies to 
produce any real evidence that 
their contentions are founded upon 
fact. 
No statement, he eays, could be 
further from the truth than that 
which credits war babies with In­ 
ferior brains. 
He knows many 
kiddles of both sexes born during 
the 
actual 
war years—hundreds 
were thus born In the great hos­ 
pital that he heads or in various 
institutions with which he is as­ 
sociated—and he says that, if any­ 
thing, these youngsters now arc 
above rather than below the av­ 
erage. 
Mr. Verity says that children 
born 
during periods of general 
mental stress have, if anything, a 
shade more chance of being men­ 
tally bright than children 
born 
during periods when minds are at 
ease and humanity, speaking gen­ 
erally, is comfortably lazy. 
He says that lf the mothers of 
war-time babies In America or 
elsewhere, unless, perhaps, In Ger­ 
many, where for a time there was 
some actual shortage of nourishing 
food, will compare their offspring 
fairly with the kiddles of the com­ 
monplace, indolent years, they will 
find their own quite as mentally 
alert and even perhaps especially 
bright, and as physically strong 
He wishes all the talk about In­ 
ferior war-time babies might be 
stopped. 
He believes It may pro­ 
duce unfortunate psychological ef­ 
fects upon the young people to 
whom It refers.

OXFORD, England, July 12—It 
is expected 
that this year will 
record the successful completion of 
the greatest lexicographical under­ 
taking the world has ever known, 
the New England dictionary, after 
more than 48 year* of constant 
work. 
Already the magnum opus of 
Samuel Johnson is referred to as 
“an incomplete piece of hack work" 
and his 
definition 
of the 
word 
“network” — “anything 
reticulated 
or decussated a t equal distances, 
with interstices between the inter­ 
sections”—is cited as an example 
of how not to write dictionaries. 
It was in 1879 that Sir Jam es 
Murray started work on the Ox­ 
ford dictionary, as it is familiarly 
known. It was first proposed In 
1857 by Dean Trench in his noted 
“Study of Words.” 
The main feature throughout the 
work has been to select and gather 
quotations to illustrate fully the 
historic development of every Eng­ 
lish word and its m inutest shades 
of meaning, and for this purpose 
all English books w ritten before 
1600 have been read by scholars 
all over the world, as well as thou­ 
sands of books written since 1600. 
The 
nearest approach 
to 
the 
New 
English 
dictionary 
Is 
the 
great German lexicon of the broth­ 
ers Grimm, who also wrote fairy 
tales in idle moments. It was be­ 
gun in 1853, but after 69 years it 
bad reached only Its 13th volume, 
down to WEG. 
Even with its supplement*. Llt- 
tre’s French dictionary Is a small 
affair compared with th* Oxford 
dictionary. 
Student* 
find 
that 
W ebster’s dictionary 
cannot be 
compared to the New English dic­ 
tionary for scope and thorough­ 
ness. 
Most of the work on the Oxford 
dictionary has been done In the 
Scriptorium, a little tin tabernacle 
erected in Dr. M urray’* own gar­ 
den st MUI Hill, and in 1891 taken 
over by Oxford university. 
When the editor started work 
he had more than 6 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 quota­ 
tions at hand and since then has 
handled countless numbers.

Herriot Seeks 
To Aid Writers 


PARIS, July 12.—Edouard Har­ 
riot, minister of public Instruction, 
has Introduced In the chamber of 
deputies a bill against th* “pirat­ 
ing” of literary efforts. 
Under the 
terms of his bill the works of 
writers would be Inviolate for BO 
years after an author’s death and 
for a half century thereafter pro­ 
ducers and publishers must pay 
six per cent tax to a general fund 
This fund, to be administered by 
officials chosen by the state, shall 
be used for the amelioration of 
adverse conditions among writers 
and artists. Article I of the meas­ 
ure provides that “the objects of 
the fund are to aid by allowances. 
prizes and traveling scholarships, 
purchase of works and other means 
the works of writers, scientists and 
artiststftto found Institutions In fa­ 
vor of letters and the arts and 
sciences, notably municipal thea­ 
ters and 
institutions of popular 
education; to ald French under­ 
takings for the publishing or re­ 
publishing of works presenting lit­ 
erary, scientific or artistic Inter­ 
est and to assure protection of the 
rights of authors and their works.’’

the old term “true blue."

Health Topics

CARE NEEDED IN FINDING RIGHT WORK FOR 
TUBERCULAR PEOPLE 
The m ost recent bulletin issued by the 
N ational 
Tuberculosis A ssociation concerns the type of em ­ 
ployment to be followed by people w ith tuberculo­ 
sis, after they have recovered from the disease, or 
while it is in an arrested state. 
W hen the person leaves the hospital or the san i­ 
tarium he m ust ad ju st him self m entally and p hys­ 
ically to the changed conditions of life. 
In the san i­ 
tarium he has been able to re st m ost of the time, 
but once in the routine of daily life outside the walls 
of the institution, the dom inant note of his existence 
is work. 
H e has not been allowed to leave the 
sheltering walls of the institution until his ro b u st­ 
ness, his color, and w eight have convinced the a u ­ 
thorities th a t he will be able to sustain the burdens 
of norm al existence. 
He will probably ap p ear to ail ordinary observers 
more healthy than m ost of the people around him 
who have never suffered w ith tuberculosis. 
They 
will naturally expect m uch of him, and he will 
probably try to m eet their expectations. 
This Is a 
serious error. 
On the other hand, the patient m ay 
still fear his disease and be confirm ed in habits of 
rest so th at any type of w ork •will seem burden­ 
some to him. 
This attitu d e of m ind also requires 
readjustm ent. 
The patient who comes back to ordinary life a fte r 
a long period In a sanitarium m ust have w ork th a t 
will be sufficient to provide a living for him self and 
perhaps for a family, but w hich will not bring about 
a physical breakdow n due to 
excess 
of 
exertion. 
W henever possible the p atient should try to retu rn 
to his old occupation, unless thiB has been such 
as to be directly associated w ith the attack o f his 
disease. 
If his physical capacity is not up to w hat 
it w as before his illness, the w ork m ay som etim es 
be modified to m eet his new er capacities. 
W henever a patient who has had a long period 
in a sanitarium retu rn s to daily life, he should have 
opportunity for frequent m edical consultation. 
T his 
is necessary in order th a t th e effects of the w ork 
on th e p atien t m ay be regularly determ ined and 
his activities regulated in 
accordance 
w ith 
these 
m easurem ents. 
It is a m istake to go along without 
control, for th e disease Is insidious an d relapse may 
set in and gain control before the patient realises 
his difficulty.

Accounts of suicide in the news are almost always depressing. 
They lessen one’s confidence in the strength of the human spirit. 
They may arouse pity, it is true, but except in unusual circum­ 
stances this is pity based upon a recognition of weakness. 
For suicide, speaking generally, is an abject confession of 
defeat, of complete failure of courage. 
And it signifies «o narrow 
a vision, so limited an interest, for any man to say that in all the 
wide world nothing is left for him. 
Consider the words Jasper Petulengro, the Norfolk gyp«y. 
spoke to George Borrow: 
‘‘Life is sweet, brother.** 
**Do you think so?" 
“Think so! 
There’s night and day, brother, both sweet 
things; sun, moon and stars, brother, all sweet things; there's 
likewise the wind on the heath. 
Life is very sweet, brother; who 
would wish to die?” 
"I would wish to die 
** 
“You talk like a giorgio—■-which is the same as talking like 
a fool—were you a gypsy chal you would talk wiser. 
Wish to die, 
indeed!

regulations 
is 
brought 
about by an em ergency ruling. 
In 
New Y ork City, fo r instance, a spe­ 
cial rule prohibiting 
parking 
in 
the m orning 
an d 
evening 
rush 
hours on m ain arteries of traffic 
in M anhattan w as issued on a c ­ 
count of th e subw ay strik e. 
The 
idea w as to facilitate th e passage 
through the stre ets of the large 
num ber of em ergency busses. 
The 
rule w ith very slight m odifications 
w as 
m ade 
perm anent, and has 
w orked well. 
B ut up until th a t 
tim e public opinion In New Y ork 
did not perm it such a radical step. 
New York is now considering 
doing what a score of smaller towns 
long ago have done, and that la to 
limit parking to one side of one­ 
way streets. 
In a general way, I believe that 
the greatest dissatisfaction with 
parking rules and regulations, aft­ 
er a city has once tried some 
studied form of control, is not with 
the regulations 
themselves, 
but 
with th* uncertainty as to what 
they are. 
It is impossible to re­ 
member the complicated rules that 
are now required even in small 
cities. 
Nobody could go through 
a book of regulations In a hurry, 
even if he had one. 
The cure, then, Is to provide 
such signs on the street that will 
leave no doubt as to what the 
regulations are. 
It took a long 


tim e fo r the cities to learn th is 
sim ple lesson, b u t now th a t it is 
being generally heeded, now th a t 
signs a re freely displayed show ing 
ju st w h a t you can and Just w h at 
you cannot do about parking, and 
painted lines on the streets show 
you Ju st w here to park, I th in k 
there is less im patient com m ent on 
the regulations. 
The tim e lim it regulation Is very 
difficult 
and 
very 
ex p en siv | 
to 
enforce. 
A 
policem an 
m ust 
be 
there to see th e car w hen it is 
parked, m ust m ark the tim e, m ust 
see th a t it h a s not been m oved 
and brought back, and then w hen 
it has stayed over th e tim e, he 
m ust act. 
In som e places he m ust 
find the driver and serve him w ith 
a sum m ons. 
In others, a ticket 
will do. 
In 
m any tow ns, follow ing 
th e 
precedent of San Antonio, the car 
itself is impounded, either actually 
by being taken to a city pound or 
constructively by being tagged. T his 
device, 
invented 
by 
the 
veteran 
atto rn ey of th e Texan m etropolis, 
has saved m any police departm ents 
a very world of trouble. 
W here it 
is not in force, the police have to 
find w ho parked the car and let it 
stay too long, a s well. 
A t best, th is regulation is en ­ 
forced by assigning m any special 
policemen to w ork. 
A t w orst, it 
is given an occasional lick and 
prom ise. 
In eith er event, it m akes 
trouble, and causes good citizens 
to m u tte r dire things about "T h at’s 
the w ay—all these cops chasing 
around here trying to find som e 
m an w ho happens to p ark IO m in ­ 
utes overtim e and letting all the 
burglars go free!"

to 
d is­ 
cover 
A m erica’s 
greatest 
need. 
E very day a s the autom obile fa c ­ 
tories tu rn o u t m ore cars, and as 
our boasted prosperity lingers to 
discom fit 
the 
prophets 
of 
woe, 
every day a s the cars get thicker 
on th e highw ays, it is getting m ore 
and m ore difficult to find a place 
to park. 
C ity councils do th eir p a rt by 
extending every now and again 
the city lim its of the no-parking 
zones, b ut w orse than th a t is the 
fact th a t m ost of the tim e even the 
places w here the police signs say 
you m ay park are not really places 
to p ark for you, for the sim ple 
reason th a t som e other fellow is 
already there. 
In cities w ith very wide streets, 
you a re probably 
still 
driving 
around and around th e block, In­ 
spired w ith hope. 
In cities w ith 
very n arro w streets you probably 
have already abandoned hope, and 
park your c ar in a garage. 
In 
other cities you are probably som e 
w here betw een these poles of hope 
and despair. 
F acto ry superintendents have to 
provide v a can t lots 
for 
parking 
cars of 
th eir 
“hands" 
in m any 
places, 
but 
th a t 
is 
Im possible 
downtown. 
So 
as 
the parking 
problem 
g ets 
w orse 
and 
worse, 
the stre et car (w hich w as hard hit 
and frightened into a conniption 
fit by the autom obile) has perked 
up, sta rte d to advertise and som e 
of us are beginning to doubt th e 
feasibility of the private m otor car 
w ith a n average of less than tw o 
passengers 
a s 
the 
Ideal 
vehicle 
for 
ordiary 
dow ntow n 
tran sp o r­ 
tation. 
No m atter how calm we m ay be 
in o u r philosophical m om ents w hen 
we consider th e question, the fact 
is we are all upset and w hat every­ 
one of us w an ts Is—a place to 
park.
